He  tells  the  Senior  partner,  Mr.  Ralston,  that  one 
can  always  tell  the  truth  and  it  is  never  necessary  to  tell  that  which  is  untrue.  Mr.  Ralston  denies  this  and  a 
bet  is  made  that  if  Bob  will  tell  the  absolute  unvarnished  truth  for  a  period  of  24  hours  he  will  receive  $10,000. 
One  of  the  conditions  of  the  bet  is  that  no  one  of  the  parties  concerned  can  tell  anyone  of  the  bet.  The  bet  is 
shared  by  Dick  Donnelly  and  Clarence  Van  Dusen. 

In  his  determination  to  tell  the  truth,  Bob  experiences  all  sorts  of  difficulties  which  are  in  no  way  sof¬ 
tened  by  his  friends  on  the  opposing  side  of  the  bet,  who  do  all  that  they  can  to  aggravate  the  situations.  The 
day  seems  as  if  it  would  never  end,  but  with  so  much  at  stake  Bob  feels  that  he  cannot  give  up  and  even  when 
it  appears  that  separation  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ralston  may  ensue  and  there  is  liable  to  be  trouble  between  his  lady 
love  and  himself,  Bob  sticks  to  his  course.
